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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant and the assignee of this apphcation were required under 37 CFR 1.105 to provide 
information that the examiner has determined was reasonably necessary to the examination of this 
application. The examiner understands that the system known as Tradedoc comprises each of the features 
of the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1,3,6,7,17,20,21-26,27-31,33-38 and 40-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Based on Supreme Court precedent, a proper 
process must be tied to another statutory class or transform underlying subject matter to a different state 
or thing (Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981); Parker v. Hook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 
(1978); Gottschalkv. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780,787-88 (1876)). 
Since neither of these requirements is met by the claim, the method is not considered a patent eligible 
process under 35 U.S.C. 101. To qualify as a statutory process, the claim should positively recite the 
other statutory class to which it is tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that accomplished the 
method steps or positively reciting the subject matter that is being transformed, for example by identifying 
the material that is being changed to a different state. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1,3,6,7,17,20,21-26,27-31,33-38 and 40-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which apphcant regards as the invention. 
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In the claims the steps of maintaining a customer profile containing standard terms and conditions used 
by the buyer, standard terms and conditions of vague and indefinite. 

In the claims receiving from the buyer an initiation document is vague and indefinite with respect to the 
fields within the document. 

In the claims, mapping at least some of the requirement information into a database is vague and 
indefinite. It is not clear what the mapping steps include. 

In addition, the verification step is vague and indefinite with respect to the controlling algorithm. 

The applicant is encouraged to contact the examiner to advance the prosecution of this case.
